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CIGARETTE  PRODUCTION 
'INCREASED  ^0  BILLION 
0^/ER  1943  OUTPUT 

Total  production  of  cigarottos 
in  1944  was  approximately  329 
billion  cigarettes,  an  incroaso 
of  20  billion  over' 1943. 

Of  this  supply  at  I'^ast  110 
billion  or  approximately  one-third 
of  the  total  1944  output  went  to 
the  armad  forces  abroad. 

Supply  available  for  ci^dlian 
,    and  oiilitary  personnvd  in  this 
country  is  about  220  billion  in 
1944  compared  with  258  billion  in 
1943, 

Aside  from  the  huge  militai*y  ro- 
quiroments,   oth'Qr  factors  responsi- 
ble for  th  :  current  leek  of  suffici- 
ent supplies  of  cigarettes  include 
shortages  of  factory  labor  and  ship- 
ping, containers  and  buying  in  ad- 
vance of  needs  bj^  consumers, 

D-liv.iri -s  of  cigarettes  under 
lend-.l^.as     are  hardly  in  the  picturo. 
Through  October  1944*,   for  instance, 
such  delivorios--virtually  all  to

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1945  PEANUT  HJTTER  QUAUTY 
TO  BE  IMPROVED  . 

Peanut  butter  manufacturors 
will  be  marketing  a  smoothsr,  richer- 
flavored  peanut  butter  after  the 
first  of  the  year. 

Since  slightly  more  peanuts  will 
be  produced  this  year  than  in  1943, 
only  top  grade  peanuts  will  bp  going 
into  peanut  butter.  In  past  seasons,, 
No.  2  grade  peanuts  wore  also  used. 
The  lower  grade  peanuts  will  now  bo 
used  for  peanut  oil. 

Peanut  butter  this  year  will  also 
be  improved  because  manufacturors 
are  able  to  get  priority  on  certain 
typos  of  homogenizing  machinery* 
V\rith  this  equipment  the  peanut  butter 
can  bo  prepared  so  that  oil  separation 
will' be  retarded.

milk  products,  and  since  the  wartime 
needs  of  the  armed  services  are  for 
cheese,  canned  milk,  and  dried  milk 
which  can  be  more  easily  shipped, 
butter  supplies  will  continue  smell. 
Butter  production  is  seasdnally  low 
now  and  will  not  incr.^aso  until  the 
spring  months  of  1945,   so  consumer 
supplies  cannot  be  expected  to  improve 
much  before  that  time. 

Total  supplies  of  meat  will  bo 
slightly  down  in  1945  duo  mainly  to 
a  considerable  decrease  in  pork. 
The  amount  of  beef  should  be  equal 
or' a  little  higher  than  the  1944 
supply,  and  probably  a  little  better 
in  quality.    Veal  will  not  bo  any 
iriore  plentiful  than  during  1944.  There 
will  be  little-  change  in  lamb  and 
mutton  stocks.     Per  capita  supply  of 
all  meats  mil  be  5  «or  10  pounds 
below  the  1944  figure  of  135  to  145 
pounds,  but  mnat  supplies  will 
still,  be  above  the  pre-war  consump- 
tion of  12  6  pounds. 
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•  ■       PLENTIFUL  FOODS 

Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
expected  to  be  plentiful  throughout 
the  Northeast  Region  during  the 
month  of  January  are;  onions,  beets, 
apples  (especially  lower  grades), 
winter  squash,  small  size  white 
potatoes,  turnips  and  rutabagas* 

Other  foods  that  will  be  easily 
obtained  are:  eggs,  frozen  vegetables 
and  frozen  baked  beans;  dry  mix  and 
dehydrated  soups;  soya  flcur,  grits, 
and  flakes  J  peanut  butter,  citrus" 
marmalade,  jams  (except  berry 
varieties),   jellies,  and  apple  but- 
ter, wheat  flour  and  bread*  macaroni^ 
spaghetti,  noodles;  oatmeal. 


FRUITS,  VEGETABLES  LEAD 
IN  NOVEMER  WA  SALES 

Sales  of  Government- owned  food 
by  the  Y/ar  Food  Administration  dur- 
ing November  totalled  $1,111,668, 
bringing  total  sales  since  May  1 
to  124,058,319, 

Leading  the  sales  in  November 
were  fruits  and  vegei^able  products 
which  were  65  percent  of  the  total. 
Largest  of  these  items  were  canned 
peas,  raisins,  canned  tomatoes, 
canned  corn,  catsup,  canned  green 
beans,  prunes,  concentrated  lemon 
juice,   and  dehydrated  potatoes- 
Dairy  and  poultry  products  were 
second  in  November,  amounting  to 
33  percent  of  the  monthly  total. 

Small  lots  of  miscellaneous 
commodities  ha-ve  been  and  are  being 
sold  from  time  to  time  because  they 
are  no  longer  necessary  to  war  re- 
quirements or  because  they  are  off 
grade  due  to  such  factors  as  storms, 
hurricane,  moisture.
